An official dispatch from Washing- 
ton states that De Long and his party 
have been discovered. All dead. 
The probability is that De Long and 
his men did not long survive the de- 
_ parture of the couriers they sent for 
succor. We have now succeeded in 
contributing to the aunals of Arctic 
exploration a tale transcending in 
tragic interest the story of Sir John 
Franklins voyage, and in a distant 
State there is to-day a bereaved 
widow who mourns the fate of De 
Long as Lady Franklin so long and 
passionately grieved for ber husband 
whom the icy waters never gave up to 
her. Let us be content with this 
achievement. 

Beyond the discovery of two is- 
lands that can never be inhabited by 
white men, the price paid for this is 
beyond computation. But for the 
seamanship of Danenhower the third 
boat ef the Jeannette would never 
have been separatedgfrom them. De 
Long cannot be replaced. Courage, 
grit and determination were the qual- 
ities that gave him the confidence and 
admiration of all his brother officers. 
He was known and liked by them al). 

Did De Long anticipate such a ter- 
mination before he started? If 80, his 
manner did not show it. His leave- 
taking of his wife was in the cabin of 
the Jeannette, just outside of the 
Golden Gate of San Francisco, and 
what passed between them there no 
mortal but Mrs. De Lung will ever 
know. But when he stood on the 
deck and she went over the side they 
were both as “ chipper ” and merry as 
thengh the separation was only for a 
day. 

Everything which human ingenuity 
could do to make a vessel staunch and 
able to bear the tren, endous strain of 
the ice had been done for the Jean- 
nette. There were provisions in abun- 
dance. No luxuries or necessaries 
were omitted. Yet the vessel was a 
failure and the voyage a farce. It is to 
be hoped that the North Pole may re- 
main a myth, and that no more useless 
attempts will be made to discover it.

THE JEANNETTE AND DE LONG. 
New York, May 6. 

It has been learned that some of the’ 
officers of the Jeannette were douLt- 
ful of her ability to stand a winter in 
the Arctic seas; but certainly DeLong 
had no such misgivings. Everything 
that could be suggested for fitting it 
up was done. He had whatever he 
asked for; and, whatever others may 
have theught, he believed that she was 
the best vessel to be had for the expe- 
dition. His officers were chosen from 
among his friende of many years. 
Chipp was a watch-officer on the 
Jeannette when she was sent to look 
for the survivors of the previous 
expedition in 187%, of which ship 
DeLong was navigator, and he 
had command of the steam launch 
the “Little Juniata,” which was 
intended to prosecute the search 
further than the ship could go. It 
was this expedition which gave him a 
desire to seek to find the North Pole.

THE ‘“‘HERALD” IN MOURNING. 


The Herald appears in mourning 
this morning over DeLong’s party. It 
supplements the story of loss of life 
from the steamer Rodgers, as follows: 
“There is strong reason to believe 
that this rumor springs from misread- 
ing the dispatches published by us 
yesterday morning from Kolymsk. 
The crew were then reported to be all 
well, the natives having provided for 
their needs.” 

Following is the list of people in 
thefirst cutter: Geo. W. De Long, 
Lieut. Com.; Surgeon James M. Amb- 
ler; Jerome J. Collins, Meteorologist; 
W. F. C. Winderman, L. P. Noras, H. 
H. Ericksen, H. H. Koch, C. W. Boyd, 
W. Lee, N. Jackson, K. A. Dressler, 
Ah Sam, Alex De Long. They landed 
at Lena Delta September, 1881. Er- 
ickson died a few days after and was 
buried at Lena. Winderman and No- 
ras were sent forward for relief and 
were fortunate enough to find Melville.

Danenhower, but Winderman is with 


Melville. With the exception of Win- 
derman and Noras all of the people in 
the first cutter are dead.” 
THE TRIBUNE'S REMARKS. 
New York, May 6. 

The Tribune's editorial on De Long 
says: We must caution the public 
against premature oriticisms upon the 
conduct of the efficient officer who has 
conducted the search. The charge 
has been made, seemingly on the au- 
thority of Lieutenant enhower, 
that he tarried too long at Cape 
Bychof, and that he might 
have rescued the Captain's party if he 
had sent one of his men with the 
native messenger te Balun, and in 
this way have learned of the landing 
of the first cutter a fortnight earlier.

INTERVIEW WITH A SURVIVOR. 
Nsw York, May 6. 


The Herald correspondent had an 
interview with Louis P. Noras. Under 
date of March 2d he says: They 
landed at a point near the most north- 
ern branch of the Lena river, but 
which the Captain found it impossible 
to enter on account of shoals. De Long 
therefore determined to land at 
a point where they could see this 
northerly outlet. Two miles from the 
beach, he says, the captain ordered 
those of the crew who could walk to 
get out and drag the boat near the 
shore. The Captain, the Doctor, Erick- 
son and Boyd were disabled, and staid 
in the beat, which the others were able 
to drag a mile further toward the land, 
when they, too, waded to the shore. 

Collins had left the boat with the 
first lot and had made a fire on the 
shore. 
of September, and the landing of ay 


the party stayed two days to recuper 
ate, all the men being badly frost- 
bitten, including the Captain, the doc- 
tor alone being in comparatively 
good conditien. Noras and Winder- 
man were in the Best condition among 
the men. The journey south was then 
cemmenced, The burdens being 
equally distributed, the Captaiv 
bore his own blankets and 
some records. The burdens borne 
by some of the others were heavy. 
Some 3 of taking them 
further, but the Capit. insisted. The 
party then traveled south four days. 
On the way two deer were shot by the 
Indian Alexie. The party sat down 
and had a good feed, De Long’s motto 
being, Noras says, “to feed well while 
they had it.” Noras thinks they made

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were seated on the bank of the river 
after service, when be called the two 
men and told them he wanted them 
to push on ahead, and that he would 
follow with the party. “If you find 
game, were his last words, then re- 
turn to us. If you do not, then go to 
Kuman Surka.“ 

Noras thus described the parting: 
The Captain read divine service befcre 
we left. All the men shook hands 
with us, and most of them had tears 
m their eyes. Collins was the last, 
who simply said: ‘‘Noras, when you 
get to New York, remember me.” 
They seemed to have lost hope; but 
as we left they gave us three cheers. 
We told them that we would do all 
we could do, aud that was the last we 
saw of them. 

Such is Noras’ story of the last 
seen of Captain De Long and his 
party. Noras continued: When we 
left, the Captain said that Kuman 
Surka would be our nearest village. 
Snow had fallen to the depth of a foot. 
Wiadermas described the place of 
leave-taking. It was near where the 
mountains on the western side ended, 
There was one spot which remained 
distinctly impressed upon his mind 
a high, conical rocky island which 
rose up out of the: river and which he 
called Ostava, or Statboy. How 
it got the name is not quite 
clear. The rocky island bore east 
by north from the spot where they 
left the captain. After leaving this 
rock the men traveled slowly and 
wearily. They sighted deer once, but 
could not get near them. They shot 
one grouse and caught an eel, which 
was all the food they had. They made 
a kind ot tea from the bark of the 
Arctic willew, but after that had only 
hot water todrink. They chewed and 
ate portions of their skin breeches and 
leather soles of their moccasins. 

The next point on which Noras is 
clear is that — two days after leav- 
ing the Captain they crossed the 
Lena in the hope of finding game in 
the mountains, and that it took them 
avery long time to cross the ice at 
that point. 

The correspondent adds: The rest 
of the journey of the two men is told 
in Winderman's letter. I have only 
to add that if the names given by 
Noras do not agree with the chart 
sent to the Navy ‘Department by Mel- 
ville, that I have simply told the story 
as I got it, and it seems clear enough 
tome that had Melville began the 
search from the South upward, instead 
of going firet to thé North, he would 
have found the survjvors and perhaps 
all in good time. e first dispatches 
sent from Yakutsk appear to have 
done injustice to Noras and Nioder- 
man, making it appear as if they had 
deserted their comrades, taking the 
beat with them. The boat had been 
abandoned long before, and, as I said, 
Noras tells a straight story.
